External Debt Down 

After showing that the 
debt, now standing at nearly 
000,000, had been reduced by £274,- 
000,000 aince March, 1919, he gave ft 
as his opinion that the turning point 
had come and the taxpayer should not 
be asked to redeem any debt this year. 
Explaining this policy, he continued, 
| “It involvos, firstly, 
sinking fund, and, secondly, that we 
should meet our obligations towards 
}the holders of securities by re-bor- 
lrowtng for the purpose. But this will 
not add to the general burden of debt.” 
| ‘The chancellor explained that the 
external debt consista almost entirely 
of debts to the United States and Can- 
ada and certain allies who owe Great 
Britain much more than shoe 
them. The debt to the United States 
j}was equivalent to £1,901,876,000 two 
years ago, when the exchange was 
$3.80 but, he pointed out, it waa now 
jreduced to £946,820,000, with the ex- 
change at $4.40, and when the ex- 
change was restored to par, as he 
| hoped, the debt would be £856,030,000,
